infant; and it is hereby further noticed io all maileis and 
millreffes of academics and boarding (chools, that any girls 
wearing flays fhould not be received or countenaaced i 
fuch fehools, We hereby alfo command, that it be en- 
jowed to the college of phyficians, that a ditfertation, a- 
dapted to every one’s capacity, be forrhwith compofed, 
fhewing how materially the growth of children of she female 
fex is injured by the ule of Qays, for the better information 


of pareats and fchool-matters, who wilh to procure a baad. | 


fome fhape to their childien or pupils, as alfo th fe who 


are not richenoagh to aber the ilays tu proportion io the | 


growth of fuch ciuldreo, or have negle@ed the means to do 
it.

200 bales of cotton, fic ftill increafing in making water 
hourly,

the Surprize, and on the 10th of (he month, the fhip Han- 
nab, of Bofton, Hopkins, out 10 days from Charletton, tell 
in with us, when we all left her, aed went oa board the 
Hannah, boued for this port; aad yclierday we landed 
kere, wheve we are under the protection of tho Coulul,”
